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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3,6-13,15-16 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by HotShot. HotShot discloses a backboard, a goal in fixed communication 
with said backboard, at least one triangular stripe, wherein each said at least one 
triangular stripe tapers towards said goal so as to visually aid the player (pg 1 , lower 
picture). In as much structure set forth by the applicant in the claims, the device is 
capable of use in the intended manner if so desired (See MPEP 21 12). 

As to claims 2-3 : HotShot discloses an inner and outer concentric square (pg 1 , 
lower picture). 

As to claims 6-10 : HotShot discloses a right, left, top and mirror triangle (pg 1 , 
lower picture). 

As to claim 1 1 : See claim 1 rejection. 

As to claims 12-13 : HotShot discloses an inner and outer concentric square (pg 
1 , lower picture).As to claims 6-10 : HotShot discloses a right, left, top and mirror 
triangle (pg 1, lower picture). 

As to claim 15 : HotShot discloses a left and right mirror image stripes (pg 1 , 
lower picture). 
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As to claim 16 : See claim 1 rejection. 

As to claim 1.8 : HotShot discloses an inner concentric square that abuts at least 
one of said left triangular stripe (pg 1 , lower picture). 

As to claim 1 9 : HotShot discloses an outer concentric square that abuts at least 
one of said left triangular stripe (pg 1 , lower picture). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5,14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over HotShot. The specification provides no unexpected or surprising results in using a 

triangular stripe that is the same color as the goal. This is a design choice. It would have 

been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have selected any one of several 

equivalent colors, including the color of the goal based on cost and design 

considerations. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. It should also be noted that responses to 
office actions require all claims to be submitted. In the current office action, it appears 
claims 2-3 and 12-13 were missing. 
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It should be noted that with the current claim language any triangular indicia on a 
backboard could read on the claims. See examples below.
